We beiieve that 
thirty bushels of lime to the acre, judiciously 
spread, would sweeten and neutralize the acids 
of any soil sufficiently to prevent the growth of 
this pest.— Farmer and Gardener.

possessing intelligence and integrity to secure 
the confidence of his feNow-citizens, no restraint, 
save that of prejudice. prevents him from seek- 
ing the highest honors and holding the most 
elevated offices of church or state. No writ, 
ten rule excludes him from filling the seat of 
the chief magistrate, reclining on the cushioned 
basis of the senator, occupying the bench of the 
judiciary, or holding any post of civic or muni- 
cipal distinction. His property is sacred ; his 
house is walled about with the legal ramparts 
of the castled home; his offspring enjoy the 
common benefits of education with the children 
of otL@r races. If he be deprived of any of the 
privileges of freedom, of any excitements of 
ambition, of any of the enjoyments of soczal 
happiness, it is by a power beyond that of the 
jaws. 

Knowing this equality of the inhabitants of 


the State, it was not unreasonable, although it 
{might be ungallant, to suppose, that the fair 


memorialists might not have understood pre- 
cisely what they wanted; or to believe that 
they acted under misapprehension ; or were 
influenced by misrepresentations.. There are, 
unfortunately, territories of the Union, where 
heavy disqualification oppress one portion of the 
population. It was suspected, that petitions 
prepared for the meridian of slavery or disfran- 
chisement, printed and imported into the free 
latitude of the north, might have been ignorant 
ly subscribed, without fully comprehending: 
their terms and effect. ° 

The compliment to the modesty, at. the ex- 
pense of the legal skill of the females, was de- 
clined. The learned counsel of the ladies of 
Lynn, denied that they desired to change, in 
practice, the rights of marriage. They were 
described and believed to be as amiable, intelli- 
gent, and virtuous, as they undoubtedly are 
beautiful : persons who, if every restraint were 
removed, would refuse to form impure alliances 
or countenance licentious connexions. Many 
of them, it was asserted, might not have known 
the particular and prominent subject to which 
their words necessarily applied, but felt consei- 
entiously bound to protest against any distine- 
tion, if any should be discovered, which was 
founded on false principles. They intended to 
ask, not that red, black, and white might be 
mingled together, but that no citizen should 
be degraded, branded with inferiority, or pre- 
vented from associating with every other as 
equal, 

For others, it was passionately denied, that 
those who came to instruct the Legislature in 
its duties, were ignorant of their own. It was 
represented, on the presentation of their peti- 
tion, in substance, but not in terms, that they 
were accomplished politicians in petticoats, 
deeply skilled in jurisprudence, and desirous 
of vindicating alike the rights of men and 
women. Infinitely more was claimed for them 
than they could possibly have desired to assert 
for themselves. -

Some arguments urged by those who pre- | 
sented the petitions or sustained the demands 
of the ladies, are of a character quite too deli- 
cate to be extensively examined. The law, in 
its efficts, was said by one to consign the fe- 
males of the colored race to prostitution, and 
the mates to vice. It would be slanderous to 
suppose that virtue is limited by shades of col- 
or. The Indian, or negro, surely, may as hon- 
orably and worthily sustain the relations | of 
domestic life with the partner of his own com- 
plexion, as if his selection were enlarged by 
choice through the whole circle of the rosy 
daughters of Europe. If it be true that he 
sinks into profligacy, the fault must be with the 
defect or neg'ect of the means of moral and re- 
ligious instruction, which the kind sympathy 
of the memorialists might be usefully emploved 
in supplying or remedying. Another argu- 
mentof equally equivocal propriety for the ad- 
vocates of females, was publicly advanced. It 
elaimed that the law should be repealed, be- 
cause the children of white and black parents, | 
whose union is peremptorily forbidden, were | 
subjected to the disqualifications of illegitimate | 
birth. The same unhappy consequences are 
wisited on the offspring of those incestious mar- 
tiages forbidden by divine and human laws! 
alike. The policy of those penalties, preven- | 
tive of sin and crime, imposed by the necessi- | 
ties of a moral community, if it can be discuss- 
ed at the tea tables of the petitioners, cannot be 
conveniently explained in any other place, ex- 
cept the lecture room of the physiologist. 

The power of the Legislature to regulate 
marriages, has been held unquestioned through 
more than haif a century, and has been con- 
firmed by a jong series of judicial decisions. If 
‘it impairs the licentiousness of choice for indi- 

iduals, its exercise is for the promotion of the | 
general happinessand welfare. The restriction 
on the matrimonial alliance of those closely | 
connected by the ties of kindred, derivéd from 
a source higher than- human authority, is 
liable to every exception urged by the memo- 
rials against the restraint to which they object. 
Resorting to a thread-bare and thousand times 
Tepeate! question, they have asked whether 
‘the Legislature could prohibit marriages be- 
cause the parties had red, black, or light hair ? 
it may be replied, thet the power, which they 
acknowledge to exist of prescribing the form of 
the celebration of the contract of marriage, de- 
termining the ages_of those who may enter 
freely into the holy state of matrimony, or as- 
certaining the degrees of affinity, depending on 
the blood, which forbid its banns, may prescribe 
other conditions. Whenever the common good 
shall require further provisions for the promo- 
tion of that happiness which has its best secu- 
rity in public virtue, they may doubtless be ap- 
plied to other circumstances than those of years, 
complexion, degrees of blood, or shades of color. 

The repeal of the law which the ladies seek 
to abolish, preventing the marriage of black 
and white, would be construed to be the decla- 
ration of the Legislature, not only that the re- 
straint should be removed, but that the union 
heretofore prohibited was fit and proper, and 
would give the sanction of legislation to unhal- 
jowed nuptials. 

The law was established by the fathers and 
founders of the Commonwealth in early time, 
and has held its guardianship over licentious 
passions, until recently, without one murmur 
rising against its operation. 

It recognises the distinctions impressed on 
the families of the human race by that Infinite 
Wisdom, which nothing but the insanity of fa- 
naticism dares to arraign. They exist inde- 
pendent of human enactments.

AT SCHOOL. 
the mutual duties of pa- 
rents and teachers, delivered before the American In- 
stitute of Instruction in Lowell, by the Principal of the 
Newburyport High School. 

Parents are bound to secure the constant at- 
tendance of their children at school. This is 
no trifling article of their duty. Perhaps there 
is no one thing to be named, which contributes 
so largeiy to the perplexities of the teacher and 
to the injury of our public schools, as irregular 
Downright sickness of the child 
is a good excuse for absence from schoo!—and 
perhaps we may add, in some instances, illness 
*n the family. But beyond these, it seems to 
us, there can be no good reason for keeping a 
scholar from his school.

Every school, if the teacher would lay out 
his strength to advantage, should, to a consid- 
erable extent, be classified. His mind, as far 
as practicable, must act upon masses of mind. 
But irregularity of attendance is most ruinous 
to classification. A scholar, by being absent 
one half the time, it may be demonstrated, is, to 
all the intents and purposes of the school, ab- 
sent ail the time. One day he is absent, and 
of course, loses al! that day’s lessons; the next, 
day he is present, but is still deficient in his 
lessons, because,as he says to his teacher—* I 
was absent yesterday, and not knowing where 
ly, I have not studied at all!” Again 
he is absent-—again he is present; the same 
result follows, and at the week’s end he has 
learned nothing as it should be learned. Such 
is the effect upon the pupil himself. 

But the difficulty is not now halftold. He 
is a member of the school—the teacher must 
consider him such ; 7nd as the parents of such 
pepils often make fair promises for the future, 
the teacher feels bound, if possible, to keep him 
along with his class. To effect this, the class 
must be often pzxt back-on his account, which 
operates as a severe discouragement to them. 
Sometimes the instructor is obliged to devote 
particular attention to this scholar singly, by, 
Which the other pupils are robbed of the pro- 
portion of his time which is their due, and 
they are obliged to suffer an injury the most of 
all unpleasant—for when scholars, who are al- 
ways at their post, have learned their lessons 
well, it is cruel in the last {degree, that they 
should be deprived of the pleasure of showing 
their faithfulness—the pleasure of a good re- 
citation. 

Nor is this all. The teacher—the unthought 
of teacher is not made of iron or brass. His. 
patience being so frequently,so thoughtlessly |

Auausta, Tuesday, April 23, 1839. 

Our village was enlivened, yesterday, by the return- 
ing detachments of troops detailed from this vicinity 
during the last war. A noble phalanx, under the com- 
mand of the ga!lant Capt. Anthony of Augusta, lead 
the way, performing numerous skilful evolutions, ri- 
valling in precision the tactics of veteran soldiers 
Then came the heroic Haynes, of Hallowell, with his 
Spartan band, preceded by an escort— the music adding 
not a little to the effect. The reception of these fear- 
less and intrepid men, who have shown themselves 
ready to peril their lives in vindication of their coun-

ITEMS OF ECONOMY. 


India rubber is an excellent substitute for 
leather, in constructing valves for pumps. 

To prepare husks for matrasses, strip the 
husks from the ear, cut off the “ stub shot” ends 
with a pair of shears, and draw them repeat- 
edly through a hatchel, and they will be fit for 
use. ; 

Every gate-post on the farm should have a 
small hole bored into it, to be filled with grease, 
and plucged up. to grease the latches and hin- 
ges. Want of grease is often observed; but 
from not having it at hand, it is generally nev- 
er applied. 

Door latches often work unpleasantly and 
with difficulty, from a want of oiling. A few 
drops upon them will in such cases operate like 
magic. 

Fill your wood houses in winter with cut 
wood and touch none of it till next summer ; 
at which time, by becoming dry, it will be worth 
twice its present value, and there will be no in- 
terruption to other work. in procuring fuel. 

A most excellent application to diminish fric- 
tion in carriage wheel boxes, is a mixture of 
grease or softtallow with pulverized soap-stone. 


Black-lead substituted for the soap-stone, is| 


next best. 

Wood which proves troublesome, by snap- 
ping on the fire, may be rendered harmless by 
turning the stick with the heart inwards, when 
all the snapping will be toward the back of the 
fire. 

Hay-racks, for feeding animals, are best when 
placed in a vertical position, instead of inclining 
outwards, as in the former case, there is less 
liability of the hay being wasted : the heads of 
the animals will not become filled with hay- 
seed and their breath will not ascend, and ren- 
der the hay offensive.

lo keep up a window sash at any desired 
height, bore a few holes into each side of the 
sash or of the window-frame, and insert in 
them common bottle corks, allowing them to 
project about one fifteenth of an inch. The 
elasticity of these, and their pressure, will ac- 
complish the desired object. 

To extinguish a chimney on fire, the great 
object is to stop the current of air upwards 
through it. In some tight houses, this may be 
effected in a creat measure by shutting the 
doors and windows ; but best by putting out the 
fire in the fire-place, and closing it with the 
fire-board. 

To close cracks in stoves, through which fire 
or smoke penetrates, apply, while the stove is 
hot or cold, a mixture of common salt and fresh 
wood ashes, made into a paste with water.— 
Genesee Farmer. 


THE ALARM-WATCH. 
Conscience, we all know, may be listened tu or dis- 
regar ded ; and in this, habit has greatinfluence. The 
following from Hon. 8. G. Goodrich’s excellent work 
-on Fireside Education is a good illustration. 


A lady who found it difficult to awake so ecar- 
ly as she desired in the morning, purchased an 
alarm watch. This kind of watch is contrived 
so as to strike with a very loud whizzing noise 
at any time the owner pleases. The lady 
placed the watch at the head of the bed, and 
at the appointed time she found herself effectu- 
ally roused by a loud rattling sound. She im- 
mediately obeyed the summons, and felt better 
all the day long for her early rising. This 
continued for several weeks. The alarm-watch 
faithfully performing its office, and was dis- 
tinctly Aeard as long as it was promptly obeyed. 
But after atime the lady grew tired of early 
rising, and when awakened by the noisy moni- 
tor, merely turned herself and siept again. In 
afew days the watch ceased to arouse her 
from slumber. It spoke just as loudly as ever, 
but she did not hear it, because she had acquir- 
eda habit of disobeying it. Finding that she 
might just aswell be without an alarm-watch, 
she formed a wise resolution, that if she even 
heard the sound again she would jump up in- 
stantly, and she would never allow herself to 
disobey the friendly warning.”

When properly considered it is only 
an effort of nature to expel from the body some offend- 
ing cause. We are so constituted that there is a con- 
stant tendency in nature to throw off whatever is in- 
jurious to health. This is done by urine, stool, sweat 
expectoration, vomit, etc,—these are the sewers of the 
body through which all the useless and decayed mat- 
ter is carried off ; and so long as they are kept open 
so Jong will the body continue in heakh. But when 
from eating improper food, or other cause, the bowels 
become costive, or sudden transition from heat to cold 
the pores of the skin become closed, or any of the 
drains become obstructed, evil consequences are sure 
to follow.

On Steer. Too much sleep encourages cor- | 
pulency, languor and weakness. The time 
requisite to restore the waste occasioned by the 
return of day, will depend on the activity of 
the habits and the health of the individual ; 
but it cannot in general be less than seven, and 
never ought to exceed nine hours. By means 
of sleep, the muscles are again rendered active ; 
the quickness of the pulse is moderated ; and 
the digestive organs are assisted. Sleep is in- 
dispensable for the preservation of health and 
life, and contributes largely to the removal of 
disease ; the want of it is injurious to the ner- 
vous system. Whatever weakens the body, will 
faver sleep: hence various kinds of evacuations, 
the warm bath, fomentations, etc., are all use- 
ful to promote it. It comes on easily, after ta- 
king food ; and where this propensity has grown 
into a habit, it must not be interfered with, 
particalarly in old subjects. “All-healing sleep 
soon neutralizes the corroding caustic of care, 
and blunts even the barbed arrows of the marble- 
hearted fiend—ingratitade.” When the pulse 
is almost paralyzed by anxiety, half an hour’s 
repose will cheer the circulation, restore tran- 
quility, to the perturbed spirit, and dissipate 
those clouds of ennxi, which sometimes threaten 
to eclipse the brightest minds and the best of 
hearts.— The Doctor. 


Tix. The tin mines of Cornwall in England 
have been supposed to be the only ones of con- 
sequence in the world; and the immense quan- 
tities of tin (Brittania) ware and sheet tin (that 
is sheet tin covered with a wash of tin) ware, 
used in this country, can give one some idea of 
the great extent of the Cornwall mines. They 
have been, and probably will long continue to 
be, a source of immense revenue to the British 
nation.

REMINISCENCES. 
CONTINUED. 
| Extracts of the early settlement of our Country, col- 
lected from authentic authors, augmented with fate 
observations, and adorned with maps and sculptures, 
by John Ogilby, Esq., his Majesty's Cosmogropher, 
Geographic Printer, and Master of the Revels in the 
Kingdom of Ireland. London, 1671. 


|  Concord—The fourteenth, seated upon a 
‘fair fresh river (whose rivulets ere filled with 
fresh marsh, and her streams with fish, it being 
a branch of that large river of Merrimack All- 
wives) is built in the inland country, and called 
Concord. It consisted at first of about fifty 
families. Their buildings are for the most 
part conveniently placed on one straight stream, 
under a sunny bank, in a low level.

JOHN ADAMS---GEORGE III. 

The account that Mr. Adams gives in a letter to a 
friend of his :mtroduction to George IE., at the court 
of St. James, as the first minister from the rebel colonies, 
is very interesting. The scene would form a noble 
picture, highly honorable both to his majesty and the 
republican minister. Here stood the stern monarch, 
who had expended more than sit hundred millions of 
dollars, and the lives of two hundred thonsand of his 
subjects in a vain attempt to sabjugate freemen ; and 
by his side stood the man, who, in the language of Jef- 
ferson, “ was the great pillar of support to the declara- 
tion of independence, and its ablest advocate and 


champion on the floor of Congress.’ 


At one o’clock on Wednesday, the first of 
June, 1785, the master of ceremonies called at 
my house, and went with me to the secretary 
of state’s office, in Cleaveland row, where the 
Marquis of Carmarthen received and introduced 
me to Mr. Frazier, his under secretary, who 
had been. as his lordship said, uninterruptedly 
in that office through all the changes in admin- 
istration for thirty years.

He there found Mr. Vanderslice lying on deck 
wounded and bloody, with his hand hanging 
down the companion way. A_ scufile immedi- 
ately ensued between the Captain and Mr. Moir, 
and the mutineers, who were armed with hand- 
spikes and sheath knives. The captain was 
driven below, and the second mate was thrown 
overboard—but he carried one of the mutineers 
along with him, to whom a rope was thrown. 
Mr. Moir also caught at the rope and while 
struggling to save himself, he was badly woun- 
ded by the mutineers, who struck him with 
handspikes, to compel him to let go of the 
rope—his arm was fractured. At this mo- 
ment, the captain having armed himself with a 
cutlass, carne on deck and attacked the muti- 
neers, which attracted their attention from the 
second mate, who succeeded in getting on 
board, and crawled down into the cabin. The 
captain was overpowered by the mutineers, 
and was thrown overboard while pleading ear- 
nestly for his life. He was seen from the cab- 
in windows by the terrified inmates of the cab- 
in, for some minutes struggling in the water. 
The companion doors were then fastened with 
spikes—and the crew took charge of the vessel 
and altered her course for the British Channel. 
Wilbelms acted as Captain. Several days af- 
terwards, afler much negociation between the 
persons confined in the cabin, and the muti- 
neers, the latter agreed that the former should 
come on deck and finally agreed to give them 
the long boat—into which Mr. and Mrs. Diehl, 
Mrs. Turley, Mr. Moir, and the cook, gladly 
transferred themselves—and were the next day 
picked up by the brig Edwin, bound to Green- 
ock. When they left the vessel. Mr. Vander- 
slice was lying on the cabin floor languishing 
under his wounds. He afterwards died—and 
his body was thrown ovorboard. 

The witnesses who deposed to the foregoing 
facts were Mr. Moir, Mr. Diehl, James Davy, 
(a boy) andthe cook. John Adams, one of the 
mutineers, hanged himself at Embden, in the 
King of Hanover’s dominions, where the muti- 
neers proceeded with the brig, and were arrest- 
ed as soon as they arrived. The other muti- 
neer, named Hans Kneudson, is in prison in 
New York, under an indictment for the same 
offence.

temper is schooled and trained. There is a 
difference among men, I admit—some are nat- 
jurally more cold and phlegmatic than others. 
But you will be much mistaken if you suppose 
that you can judge of the natural temperament 
of men by their condact always. On the con- 
trary, you will find in many instances, that mets 
once hot, hasty, and overbearing, become habit- 
ually cool, uniformly mild. They discover the 
‘weak point in their characters, and so constant- 
ly guard that point, that habit eventually be- 
comes ‘second nature,’ and the change that you 
see takes place. 

Let me give you some rules for keeping cool 
—and ifthey co not succeed it will be because 
you don't give them a fair trial. 

1. To keep cool—-you must take a point to 
be sure that you are in the right—whether i be 
a matter of business or argument, or a point of 
etiquette. There is nothing that rubs so hard 
against the temper as to see yourself unexpec- 
tedly in the wrong. Examine your way well 
before you attempt to travel it—take care that 
it is so straight that you see the end before you 
set out.—And then, 

2. Go quietly on. If you have an argument 
on hand, don’t rise from your seat. your tem- 
per will rise with you—don’t stretch out your 
hand or its half over with you—don’t lift your 
voice or you are gone. That's whatI mean by 
quietly. Did you ever notice the fact, that 1f 
you keep your nerves composed, and your voice 
upon its lowest key, you never get angry ? itis 
so—there is just that arrangement between the 
physical and moral powers—just so the one 
acts upon the other. 

3. If it be possible—keep—determine to keep 
—in good humor. Some men try to keep down 
their tempers by laughing through a discussion 
of difficulty—the laugh will occasionally de- 
enerate into a sneer, and then the effort of 
ood humor is seen to bea laughable affair. 
ut does this seem like begging the question ? 
t squints a little that way. | confess—but yet 
there is something in it. You grant me that 
you feel ina good humor sometimes. Well, just 
let me ask you, if it isn’t a very comfortable 
feeling ? and if you are not convinced that it 
would be an excellent attainment always to feel 
so. If youcan’t grant me this—why then there 
is not in your natare, a hook to hang one chance 
of reformation on. 

Well, now you are in good humor. Will you 
be so good as to tell me what use there is in 
getting angry? I think I have you with that 
question. Do your debtors run away—will 
your anger catch them? Does your business 
go wrong—will it get right if you get in a pas- 
sion? Can’t you pay your debts—will any 
creditor give you a receipt in full for your ill 
nature? Does your wife scold—your children 
cry—or your neighbor abuse you—wili you 
inend the matter by being cross about it? No 
—you will only make yourself unbappy—and 
your condition worse by it. Then I say, keep 
in good humor.

Criranuiness. There is a homely, but forci- 
ble. expression (most homely expressions are 
forcible) that * cleanliness is next to godliness :”

One of the 
first acts of mental degradation is neglect of 
the person; filth and rags are always asso- 
ciated with misery, and often with vice and 
crime; and this remark applies to nations as 
wel! as individuals ; for’ we find that the na- 
tions lowest in the scale of civilization, are 
those which are deprived of political freedom, 
of domestic comfort, and of mental culture. A 
man, even though the most valuable portion of 
his time be devoted to hard labor, if supplied 
through such labor with the means of procu- 
ring domestic comforts (provided he have not 
lost his self-respect by vicious habits) is neces- 
sarily an elevated being. Labor does not de- 
grade him; but, on the contrary, renders him 
respected and respectable ; it makes him valua- 
ble to his country and to himself. We seldom 
see such a man dirty or his family in rags; he 
has that within him which produces the exalt- 
ed feeling that he is a free man, possessing and 
enjoying the rights and dignity of freedom. 


Poutican Duties. Every American citizen 
is by birthright a politican ; and every man of 
superior talents, education and influence, ought 
to be an enlightened politician. It is his duty, 
then, to study politics—not merely the general 
science, as taught ina few class books; still 
less the too often narrow, selfish, local personal 
politics of newspapers—but the great principles 
of government, of legislation, of “jurisprudence, 
of international comity, in all their applications, 
general and particular, which are calculated to 
produce the greatest good of the whole body of 
the people. He should study to comprehend 
the remote bearings, as well as the immediate 
consequence of every measure. He should look 
to the permanent welfare of the federal Union, 
to which he belongs, as well as to the particu- 
lar Commonwealth, of which he isacitizen. Nor 
ought he ever, as a politician, to countenance 
any step or project manifestly injurious to any 
citizen or portion of the great national Republic, 


in order to benefit his own state, or friends, or ‘

Frttow Citizens :—In the National Intelli- 
gencers of December, 1838, llth and 23d Jan- 
uary, 14th March, and of this day, lists are 
contained of all the petitions presented by me: 
to the House of Representatives of the United 
States, at the session of Congress recently con- 
cluded. The names, male and female, of the 
first signer of each petition, the place and state 
whence they came, the object prayed for, and 
the number of petitioners, are all included in 
the lists. The number of petitions amounting 


to eight hundred and twenty-five, besides six- 
teen received by me since the close of the ses- 
sion of Congress. 

I received with many of the petitions letters 
from the persons by whom they were forwarded 
to me, expressing much anxiety to be informed 
whether they were duly received by me; 
whether they had been presented to the House, 


and what destiny attended them there. The 


impossibility of answering all or any consider- 


cipal motive for making out those lists and 
}causing them to be published. 
With regard to the fate of the petitions, I 


deem it proper to say that they received very 


little attention from the House. By a general | 
resolution of the 12th of December, all those |

jtrary. The refusal to recetce a petition is an! 
arbitrary abridgement of the petitioner’s right. 

A refusal to grant the prayer of a petition is the 

exercise of a discretionary and strictly constitu- 

tional power. 

On the petitions which I have presented to | 
the House there are the names of many children | 
from ten and eleven to twenty-one years of age ; | 
in some of them whole columns of minors, male | 
and female, with the age of each individual at. 
the side of the name. I consider the right of | 
children of age to sign their names to petitions as | 
perfect as that of their fathers, even legal voters ; 
nor should I deem i: fraudulent if, among the 
tens and hundreds of thousands of names sub- 
scribed to the petitions which I have presented, 
‘there should be many hundreds of children 
under ten years of age, without notice of the, 
fact. 

There is, no doubt, among some of the ardent | 
abolitionists, an excessive zeal to increase the | 
number of signers to their petitions, and that it | 
has occasionally prompted expedients unwar- 
rantable in themselves, and which would forfeit 
jeven the right of having their petitions consid- 
jered or presented. I have received several | 
| petitions which I have not thought it my duty | 
to present I have presented many without | 
knowing who the petitioners were, or whence 
|they came. The refusal of the House to con- 
|sider any of them has relieved me from the 
necessity of authenticating the signatures, or of 
discriminating between those which it was the 
duty of the House to consider, and those which 
it might reject. I did present one which the 
House refused to receive, on the ground that 
it was disrespectful to the House; and al- 
though I voted for its reception because I 
did not think it intentionalty disrespectful, I 
admitted explicitly the right of the House to 
refuse to receive a petition upon that ground. 

The greatest fallacy of the argument to which 
I now refer is, the inference from the right of 
the House to reject a petition for good and 
special reasons, that it has an arbitrary right of 
refusal to receive any petition—and very natu- 
rally it proceeds from the maxim of the Eng- 
lish law, that the King can do no wrong, or, 
in other words, that where there is no remedy 
there 1s no right—to the authority of precedents 


in the British House of Commons. 


It cannot but strike any person acquainted 
with the history of the American Revolution as 
strange, that precedents in the British House of 
Commons should be adduced as authority for 
an arbitrary power of refusal to receive petitions 
in American legislative assemblies. It is no 
doubt a standing order in the British House of 
Commons to receive no petition against the im- 
posing of duties ; and the author of the argu- 
ment might have added that this was _the main 
cause of the American Revolution. Every one 
of the precedents cited by him as authorities 
for the refusal by the British House of Com- 
mons to receive petitions was upon bills for 
imposing duties. ‘There was a precedent much 
more to the point of this controversy than all 
these, which the author of this argument has 


‘not thought proper to cite, but to which I now

may be heard at the bar of this House in sup- 
port thereof.

The paper, intituled petition of sundry per- 
sons, etc, was the petition of the first Congress 
of 25th October, 1774, to the King—and which 
by his commard Lord North had presented to 
the House of Commons. 

Here isa precedent far more instructive than 
the whole cluster of those from April, 1694, to 
1732, so shortly after the famous Declaration 
of Rights of 1688 to prove the practice of the 


Here was a refusal by a British House of 
Commons, by a majority of 218 to 68, to recetve 
a petition from the agents of the American col- 
onies, praying to be heard at the bar of the 
House in suppor of the petition from the Amer- 
ican Congress to the King, which he had refer- 
red to the House. 


. “* . ' 
Nothing can be more decisive to substantiate | 


the practice of the British House of Commons. 
But is this an authority to be held up as an 
example to be followed by an American legis- 
lative assembly? On the question of the recep- 
tion of this petition a violent debate arose. It 
was insisted by the Ministry that Congress was 
an illegal body, and that petitions from the 
colonies could only be received through the 
colonial governments. What was the answer ? 

“That this Congress, however 
other purposes, was sufficiently legal for pre- 
senting a petition. It was signed by the names 
of all the persons who composed it, and might 
be received as from individuals; that it was the 
business of the House rather to find every 
plausible reason for receiving petitions than to 


invent pretences for rejecting them; that the) 


rejection of petitions was one principal cause, if 
not the most powerful cause of the present 
troubles; that this mode of constantly rejecting 
their petitions, and refusing to hear their agents. 
would infallibly end in universal rebetlion ; and 
not unnaturally, us those seem to give up the

The Senate of the United States, it seems, 


on the 17th of March, 1834, on the motion of | 


Mr. Cray, refused to receive what the argn- 
ment calls a petition or remonstrance of the 
citizens of York, Pennsylvania, approving the 
act of the President in removing the deposites, 


presented by the presiding officer of that body. | 
The yeas and nays were called by Mr. Preston, | 


and the reception of the paper was refused by a 
vote of 24 to 20. ; 

But this refusal to receive rested upou sever- 
al grounds, none of which abridged in the 


slightest degree the right of petition ; but all of | 


which, on the contrary, marked the highest res- 
pect for it. The paper was not a petition, 
though it may be properly termed a remon- 
strance. It was a series of resolutions approv- 
ing the removal of the deposites, and protesting 
against a recharter of the Bank of the United 
States, certified to have been adopted at a mee- 
ting of the citizens of York, Pennsylvania. It 
was presented by the Vice President ina muti- 
lated condition ; one of the resolutions, grossly 
insulting to a member of the Senate, having 
been previously struck out by authority of the 
Senators from Pennsylvania. Another of the 
resolutions, imputing corruption to the majori- 
ty of the Senate, had not been struck out; but 
one of the Senators from Pennsylvania said that 
it ought to have been, and would have been, 
if he had noticed it before the presentation. 

Mr. Preston, who called for the yeas and 
nays on the question of reception, said that the 
memorial, in its mutilated state, was not that 
which had been transmitted from the meeting, 
and could not be received as their voice. Mr. 
Webster read a protest against the paper, sign- 
ed by fifty-three persons who had been present 
at the meeting, and a letter stating that the pre- 
tended resolutions had not been adopted at the 
meeting, but rej2cted by a majority of at least 
three to one. 

The following are some of the observations 
of Mr. Clay, on making the motion not fo re- 
ceive the paper. 

“He agreed with the honorable member from 
South Carolina that the paper had lost its iden- 
tity. That it is not a memorial coming from 
any portion of the people of York county; that 
it was not such a paper as they had transmit- 
ted for the purpose of being transmitted to the 
Senate ; and therefore that it could not be re-

\the right of petition ; both agreeing that dis-

not at all. It is needless to add, that in all the 
recent questions in the Senate upon the recep- 
tion of the abolition petions, Mr. Clay’s opinion 
has always been for receiving them. 

There is one point of view in which this re- 
currence to precedents in the British House of 
Commons as authority for refusal by either 
House of Congress to receive petitions is so im- 
portant that it calls not only for your profound 
attention, but for that of the whele a of 
the Union. 

It appears from these ptecedents that there is 
one subject of great and general interest, upon 
‘which it is the habitual though not universal 
practice of the House of Commons'to refuse to 
receive petitions—and that subject is taration. — 

It appears, also, that this standing order of 
the House of Commons, repeatedly resorted to 
by the refusal to receive the petitions of the 
colonies against the acts for taxing them, was 
one of the principal causes of the American 
Revolution. 

But it appears further, that even in the House 
of Commons this subject is confined to the sin- 
gle subject of taxation, and to that only upon 
tax bills in the process of enactment. The re- 
marks of Hatsell upon the practice, after citing 
all the precedents concerning it, are full of ad- 
monition to us, 

“ We learn (says he) from an examination 
of all these instances, that this practice has 
been confined, as it ought to be most strictly, to 
the refusing to receive such petitions only as 
object against a tax which is ins:posing for the 
current service of the year ; and has not been 
applied to petitions which have been presented 
‘in a subsequent Session, desiring a repeal or 
| reconsideration of the taxes imposed in a former. 
indeed, the House ought to be particularly cau- 
tious not to be over rigid in extending this rule 
beyond what the practice of their ancestors, in

| mons are to be cited as authority for the prac- 
tice of an American legislative assembly, espe= 
cially for a purpose so odious as that of restrict-

| must be still more authoritative in the land of 
| republican freedom: 

i; Ifthe British precedents are of any authority 
i whatever in this country, they only show that 
‘either House of Congress may refuse to receive 
| petitions against tax bills, or bills for raising 
revenue. What would the People of this 
Union say if the precedents should be resorted 
ito for that purpose? Let them seriously think 
of it. For if the British precedents are of any 
authority, it is to that point alone; and if the 
refusal of the British House of Commons to re=
